During the year 1926, boys! and girls! 4-H clubs were carried on 
cooperatively by the United States Department of Agriculture, State agri- 
cultural college, and local forces, as an official part of extension work 
in agriculture and home economics in each of the 1% States in the central 
region - Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, North Dakota, Ohio, South Dakota, and Wisconsin. 
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This report contains a,series of tabulations which seek to show 
some of the trends. in the 4-H club program in the Central States over a 
period of years.

The desirability of county conferences for 4-H club leaders was 
shown by the fact ‘that 46,419 leaders were reported as directing the 
affairs of 26,521 organized clubs in 1936, in which were enrolled 373,149 
boys and girls. These data -‘indicate a greater utilization of the assist- 
ant leader. ; 


A total of 8,785 training meetings for club leaders was reported 
with an attendance of 164,935. There was reported a total of 150,185 
meetings, held by local leaders or committeemen, not participated in by 
agents, with a total attendance of 2,211,685. These data again call atten- 
tion to the vast volume of work done by local club leaders.

II. 4-H CLUB ENROLLMENTS 


Total enrollment may be vsed as one measuring stick in extension 
work with 4-H clubs. It is indicative of the volume of this phase of ex- 
tension work, 


During 1936 there was in the Central States a total of 373,149 
different boys and girls enrolled in 26,521 organized 4-H clubs. There 
Was an increase of 23,758, or 6.17 percent, over the 1935 enrollment. The 
total enrollment consisted of 156,615 boys and 216,534 girls, or 41.97 per- 
cent and 58.03 percent, respectively. The year's enrollment represented 
32.57 percent of the total enrollment in the United States.

III. 4-H CLUB COMPLETIONS 


The total number of club members who successfully completed their 
work may also be used as a measuring stick. This total indicates the ef- 
fectiveness of extension teaching with boys and girls. -For the year 1936 
a total of 295,764 different boys and girls were reported as having com- 
pleted their work. The percentage of completions for the region was 79.26 
percent as compared with 78.34 percent in 1935.

V. 4-H CLUB ACTIVITIES 


Commensurate with the increase in the volume of club work was the growth 
in the number of demonstration teams trained and used. A total of 16,767 dem=- 
onstration teams was reported. Team or individual demonstrations representing 
every project were reported. 


Judging teams in practically all agricultural and home-economics proj- 
ects were reported in 1936. A total of 12,514 judging teams were trained and 
used as another means of presenting 4-H club work to the public and of teach- 
ing subject matter to club members. They also were an aid in establishing 
standards. | 


A much larger number of club members received training in judging than 


those represented on the teams, since the team members usually were selected 
by means of elimination contests.
